Socialist Workers Party 


Candidate Jenness To Speak

We've always assumed that 
there is a Republican party and 
there is a Democratic party, with 
a giant ideological gulf between 
them. 

Right? 

Linda Jenness will try to 
convince us otherwise when she 
speaks here this Friday at noon 
on the quad. 

The Socialist Worker’s Party 
(SWP) candidate for president 
contends that both major parties 
are on the same side of most 


important issues — the wrong 
side. 
She cited the Democratic 


National Convention - which 
she said rejected platform planks 
on abortion, gay rights, and a 
guaranteed annual income of 
$6,500 for a family of four - 
and George McGovern’'s 
‘“‘*backpedaling” on Vietnam 
troop withdrawal as proof that 
the Democrats are piaying the 
same old political games. 
“During the primary campaigns 
his (McGovern’s) position was to 
withdraw all U.S. forces from 
Indochina within 90 days of 
inauguration, that is, some time 
next April,’”’ Jenness 
commented. 

‘“‘He now has added the 
provision that he'll keep U.S. 
forces in Thailand and in 
warships in the surrounding seas 
as long as there are U.S. 
Prisoners of war in North 
Vietnam.” 

In contrast, she said, the 
Socialist Workers platform 


continues to advocate immediate 
and total withdrawal from 
Vietnam, as well as prison 
reform, repeal of all abortion 
laws, black control of black 
communities, and equal rights 
for women and homosexuals. 

The 31-year-old Ms. Jenness 
and her running mate, 
21-year-old Andrew Pulley, are 
both too young to legally accept 
oftice if elected. 

Since the Socialist Workers 
party polled only 55,000 votes 
in the last presidential election, 
it would seem that the minimum 
age statute is safe for the 
moment 

Other statutes, however, have 
already fallen before the 
determined Ms. Jenness. 

Her suit against the city of 
Atlanta’s ‘‘discriminatory” 
$5,000 filing fee for mayoral 
candidates naerly postponed city 
elections before it was settled in 
her favor. She received 23 
write-in votes in that campaign 

After a similarly disappointing 
write-in campaign for governor 
of Georgia, she became the 
SWP’s presidential candidate and 
immediately sued 12 states 
whose election statutes denied 
her a place on their ballots. 

Giving George McGovern a 
taste of his own medicine, Ms. 
Jenness has repeatedly 
challenged the Democrat to a 
debate at any time and any place 
he chooses. Like the Republican 
candidate under similar 
circumstances, he has yet to 
respond to the invitation.

Last Spring, circulators from public relations firms hired by 
California's agribusiness industry came onto your campuses with 
petitions for placing PROPOSITION 22 on the ballot. They told you 
that this initiative would benefit farm workers, and that it had the 
approval of the United Farm Workers Union. Many of you signed 
these petitions, thinking that by doing so you were helping the 
union in its struggle for dignity and justice for farm workers 

You were gravely misled. PROPOSITION 22 is a rich man’s law 
against a poor people’s movement. It has only one purpose — to 
destroy the Farm Workers’ Union by denying it the right to organize 
field workers to strike, and to boycott. The only beneficiaries of this 
initiative would be the corporate agricultural interests whose profit 
margins would be increased aij the expense of fair wages and decent 
working conditions for the workers. 

The growers in this state are mounting an expensive media 
campaign to push for enactment of PROPOSITION 22. On behalf of 
the members of our union, I ask for your help in defeating it.
